dARarg Oncerning the queſtion of ſetting up a- 
EPNY gainc the Crofſe or other Crucifix in 
H,z> Cheapſide, | am of opinion, * _, 
D Firſt,thatrne godly and diſcreet z&al of 
- the worthy City is mich to becomen- 
ded, who, on juſt 8 apparent grounds making a con- 
ſcience of that which may be ſcandalous ro many 
gobd Chriſtians , have not raſhly nog ctumultuouſly 
proceeded therein, but are defirous to be informed by 
Divines of the Univerſities ( which are under the 
proteion of Almighty God , and her moſt Sacred 
Mijeſtie, Schools of 6h Prophets) what they way, 
and oughtto doe, both unto the honour of Gods 
Name, and to the ſctling of {uch thetr brethren as be 


in doubt. 
Secondly , I am fully perſwadcd , that the ever- 
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laſting God in his wiſdome hath offered unto this 
revercnd Citie this occaſion, to make tryall of their 
picty and devotion, whether they doelove the intire 
ſervice of himſelfe withall their hearts, and ſouls, or 
no, for which matter, howſvever it ſceme prima fa- 
ere to- contain nothing of much momentin it, yet 
now, {ince the expectation of the whole Realme,and 
Church of England is, what will become thereof, it 
cannot be ſuppoſcd of lefſe conſequence, then that 
either our Religion which is cſtablithed according un- 
to the Canon of the Scripture, or clſe that Papiſtry 
ſhould receive a wound, and blow thereby. 

Being then orderly and fairly demanded my judg- 
ment thercin,l doe purpoſe according to\the ſeverall 
circumſtances in their {everall places,ro touch divers 
things, 

Praying that God woulJ guide my Meditations 
and pen aright, to the glory of his Name, and good 
of their ſoulcs who dcfire in this matter to be re- 
ſolved. 

Firſt, in theſe Crucifixes are reſembled God the 
Father by an old man , the Holy Ghoſt by a Dove, 
which are both of them unlawfull in true Divinity, 
becauſe God is a Spirit, and he himſelfe forhids any 
fimilitude or ſhape of himſelf, when he gave the law, 
intending that he filleth Heaven and Earth, 

Confirmed by Orzzen, who ſaith, we doe deſcribe 
with no ſhape God who is without body, inviſible, 
Ambroſeſaith, God is infinice, nnmeaſurable, &c, 

The Heathens, and Numa in Platarchs Lives , dil 
forbid his people to ſhape out any of their Gods 
with the forme of a man. 

And this teſtimony Cletvens Alexandrings avtho- 
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+. CHJ 
riſeth. Nay , Thowas Aquinus parte3-4.25.4. 3, But' 
unto God who is without any body, no bodily I-ma 
es could be ſet up, becauſe as Damaſces ſaith, it isa 
2inr of the higheſt folly or 1mpicty to figure that 
which is divine, but becauſe God inthe new Teſta- 
ment is made man, he may be adored with the bodi- 
ly Image of himſelfe, this Aquinas ſaith, 

So Chriſt ( the Frier thinketh ) in his humanity 
may be pictured, and not God. 

Long ſince, ſome of the choiceſt learned Sorbon;ffs 
dircaly ſ1y, they deſire therefore that Images of the 
Trinitie ſhould be removed from all publike and 
priv-t- places , becauſe they are forbidden by the 
Scriptures. by Councils, by many men of excellent 


'worth:nd holinefle, 


This ſhortly I ſpeak, but who liſteth to ſee more, 
the refitztion of Bel/armines Cavils ſpeaking for 
thoſe Superſtitions, as alſo the judgement of the Fa- 
thers, let him read DoQtor Reynolds, de Idolairia. 

Being then. that the Image of the Dove for the 
Holy Ghoſt was upon the Croſſe in Cheapfide, and 
the retayning thereof is unlawtull, yea, one of the 
higheſt points of Popery , whereof many learned 
men of their fide are aſhamed, I hold it a matter que- 
ſticnlefſc in a reformed Church, thatthe Croſſe is in 
no ſort to be {ct up againgas it is was before with the 
Dove, left we ſhould ſeem to perſiſt in that palpable 
darknefſc of *gypr. 

And in this point I being undoubtedly and irre- 
fraeably reſolv-d. inthat ſame burdenſome office of -- 
a Chriſtian M-giſtrite, which now under my Lord I 
doe bcarr-, Cid vpn found and myrure advice this 


laſt Summer burn and conſume with fire in the Mar.

ready to receive the ſoul of Chriſt. 

The next conſiderable matter is for the Crucifix 
it ſelte, whar is$0 be judged of the Image, and whe- 
ther it may be retained at all, 

I doe not. certainly fGinde when the firſt uſc in that 
kinde was taken up amongſt men, although Conflen- 
tine did cauſe ſomewhat to be made, which repre- 
ſcnred the two firſt Letters of Chriſts Name,as they 
arc written in Greek, and that which hee had made 
was to be uſed only in Standards, brt in this ſort,aad 
to that uſe , as now commonly 1s framed , if it 
had never been began, I think I may boldly ſay,that 
the Church had been freed of a great deal of Super- 
ſtition , which afterwards grew to little lefle then 
blaſphemy. 

It is very likely that they that firſt uſed it had this 
to ſay for it, that there might be an Hiſtoricall uſe to 
put us in mind of him that died for us , and in as 
much as ſenſible and viſible things do much affe&us, 
this memoriall might ſtir our devotion to remember 
him, by whoſe ſtripes we are healed. 

Now as this may be the only uſe thereof, much 
may be diſputed, and held not to be jimplicier mal, 
abſolutely evill:So in my opinion, tice are fir more 
repugnant, and dire& reaſons which may make a- 
oeainſt italrogether,as 

- Firſt, the wiſdome of God, which dire&ed us to 
all things fir for our ſalvation, hath, givennot the 
leaſt touch nor ſemblance , dire&ly \or by conſc- 
quence,of any ſuch matter, which might ſerve to di- 
reA. us unto Plety ; but hath only appointed rhe 
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Word to be the meaſure thereof , and the Sacra- 

ments which are viſibly ( but not ſo grofly as the 

Crucifix ) preſented unto us as refemblances of 
3 - Chriiſtspaſsicn, 
- Secondly, it implyeth great weakneſſe of faith 
when wecannot think of aur Saviour, cither by Me- 
dirarion, or Prayer, orreading, or hearing the word, 
or by receiving of the Sacraments, but wee mult flic 
unto ſuch means, as for the ule whereof wee have no 
warrant, but onthe other fide there is much danger, 
teſt inconveniences ſhould grow thereby. 

Ir was a true obſervation of Philo Fudew, that the 
minds of women are the weaker , and they can pre- 
ferve nothing but that which is ſenſible, ſpeaking of 
Images which they deſire, but note hee aſcribeth ir 
unto weakneſle in them. ; 

Fhirdly , it wasa very ready way unto Superſtiti- 
oh, which from a ſmall beginning creeperth on, nel- 
ther hath it any way more increaſe then in Images, 
as the Church by lamentable experience hath roo 
too much proved. Images (ſaith Cyprian)at firſt were 
made in honour of them that were dead , but after- 
wards they became ſacred ta their poſterity, & were 
at firſt taken only for comforts, this was true among 
the Heathen, and ſo it was among the Chriſtians, 
who at firſt made them , but offered nox to bring 
them into Churches,yet within awhile that alſo was 
attempted, but to the great griefe and indignation of 
the godly. 

Epiphanius comming into a Church , and ſecin 
a veile or hanging that had one of the PiRtures of 
Chriſt or ſome Saint, tore it, as being in the Church 
contrary untothe Scriptures,and after in ſteed _ 
® 
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of he ſent a new veile thither , bnt that which was 
then ſo reſiſted by Epiphanivs, did in proceſle of time 
(as the purity of the Profcſſours of the Goſpel de- 
caycd) grow ſtronger, ſo that by the time of Gregory 
the Great, [mages grew to be ordinary in Churches, 
yet notwithſtanding hee that was ſo carneſt forthe 
* having them,could not like that they ſhould be wor- 
ſhipped, but even then there were that repugned the 
opinion of receiving of them into Churches, and ſo 
defaced the Images themſelves. 

Gregory diſliked rhe worſhipping of them , but 
thoſe that came after him they mayntained 


the Adoration and worſhip given unto them, 


appeareth by the ſecond Councill of Nice, among 
many , no doubt, this of Chriſt hangiag upon the 
Crofle was one of the principal}, whereby Superſti- 
tion went ſo far, as that it was and is mayntained 
that the reverence and adoration due unto God him- 
ſelfe (called Larria)ts to be given to the reſemblance 
of Chriſt on the Crofle, which is direly laid down 
by Thomas Aquinas, yea, and practiſcd in their 2ſ- 
ſaÞ. | 
The perpetuall uſe of their adoration, may be ga- 
thered by their Roods in Churches, Crucifix s in 
windowes, the ſamealſo in their Service Books, and 
on the backfides of them , where Mary and John 
ſtand by Chriſt , by the like in Rings now growne a 
faſhion,beſides in ſtones and metals , before which 
many of them doe ſay a large part of their «devoti- 
ons,yea, the moſt ſuperſtitious Papiſts are ready to 
eive yeneration thereunto , whereſoeyer they ſce 
it ſolemnly ſer up. | 
I remember in that Colledge where I firſt lived, 
a 
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a young man was taken praying and beating his breſt 
before a Crucifix in a window , which cauſed the 
Maſters and Fellows to pull it down,and ſet up other 
| 96d Kane example makes me nothing doubr bur 

the Croſs inCheapſide hath many in the twilighr 
and morning early which doe reverence before it. 

Beſides Campien,whoſe att is famous, or rather in- 

famous for it,and I am informed, that ſo much hath 
been fignified by the neighbours, or inqueſt making 

reſcntments, concerning the circumſtances of this 
_ cauſe, By all which I do conclude,that it is a Mcnu- 
ment of their Superſtition, a great inducement , and 
may beareay way unto Idolatry, and that there 
can be notolcrable uſe of this matter, which may be 
able for to countervail the dangers and obloquie a- 
rifiog upon the reteyning of it, and fo much thera- 
ther,becauſe it is perceived, that many evill affeed 
men doc make their advantage from hence to inſt- 
nuate into the minds of their credulous hearers, that 
itisarokrnof the returne of their faith againe into 
intothis Land, ſince their Monuments are not cx- 
tineuiſhed in the chiefeſt ſtreer of our greateſt City. 

Upon which conſiderations I make no doubt but 
the rclivious Magiltrotes are ſufficiently warranted 
by the Word of God to remove it away , for-the 
Scriptures have laid before our eyes what ought to 
be done to remaynders of Idolatry , Yea ſhall over- 
throw thcir Altars, Pillars, graven Images, &c.
